1 te said he is also work 
ing with Social Services and 
Alberta mental Health in an 
effort to coordinate service to 
save funds. 

"This is really a Catch 22 
situation," said School Super¬ 
intendent Dr. Altha Neilson. 


"The more we provide good pro¬ 
grams, the more we become a 
magnet jurisdiction and peo¬ 
ple move here and the more 
strain we have to subsidize 
(special education needs) from 
regular funding. The only way 
to handle this is to not provide 
good programming and that is 
not acceptable." 


As a result, the students are 
funded at the moderate level 
regardless of whether or not 
they need significant interven 
tion for their education. 

L3rown said the task of en¬ 
suring services were met for 
the year has been a difficult 
one yet he has hopes the prov 
inee may change some pf the 


Finding the money to serv 
ice special needs students has 
been an interesting challenge 
according to Assistant Super 
intendent Ken 13rown. 

Brown told the school board 
that the new funding frame¬ 
work from the province does 
little to ensure enough funding 
is in place to provide for serv 
ices essential to the education 
of special needs students. 

Brown said students classi¬ 
fied as severe receive $800 per 
student and mild or moderate 
classified students receive 
$250 per student. Once costs 
for Horizon and Parkland 
Schools are paid, along with 
the tuition for two students in 
the area to attend the School 
for the Deaf in Edmont on and 
translators for hearing im 
paired students are hired. 
Brown said approximately 
$397,000 is left over to pay for 
support services. 

And from that $400,000, 
Brown said student assess¬ 
ments are charged leaving ap¬ 
proximately $47.60 to spend 
on each special needs st udent s 
classified as severe. 

Funding for mild/moderate 
students go directly to the 
schools. 

Beyond that, Brown also 
said the new criteria for fund 
ing does not always work. For 
example, Brown said students 
suffering from Down's Syn 
drome are not considered se¬ 
vere because they only have 
one handicapping condition.

However, the hospital ad¬ 
ministration was concerned 
about any infected public or 
staff members contacting pa¬ 
tients, as the virus continued 
to circulate in the community 
and throughout Alberta last 
week. 

For instance, Norwalk and 
Norwalk-like viruses, the sus¬ 
pected cause of the outbreak, 
can be excreted by infected 
persons for a few days after 
recovery from the illness. 

Visitors and staff who were 
recently ill with diarrhea or 
vomiting were not permitted to 
visit the hospital and bringing

has increased, blaming the 
media for fueling fires. 

The forum also heard com¬ 
plaints about the Parole Board 
and the recent "National Pris- 
oner’s Week". 

Gagnon agreed to debate the 
Reform Party's Thompson in 
his Wild Rose constituency 
during a House of Commons 
argument. At the end of the 
forum, Thompson congratu¬ 
lated the visiting MP for rising 
to the challenge.

The wheat and harley mar¬ 
keting plebiscite that Alberta 
farmers are voting on between 
November 14 and 24 has many 
similarities to the recent Que 
bee referendum. Wheat and 
barley producers in this prov 
ince have been presented with 
a question on wheat marketing 
and a question on barley mar¬ 
keting to which they can an¬ 
swer Yes or No. A Yes answer 
would mean farmers want to 
separate from the Canadian 
Wheat Board (CWB) single 
desk selling and a No vote would 
mean farmers want to remain 
united and maintain the sales 
monopoly they have through 
the CWB. 

Since the early 1970s, the 
government of Alberta has pro 
moted the Yes side in this de 
bate and it has even gone so far 
as to create and/or fund farm 
lobby groups that would be 
favorable to its position. The 
public accounts of Alberta 
document that between 1975 
and 1992, the Alberta Depart 
ment of Agriculture supplied 
$636,998 to the Western Bar¬ 
ley Growers Association 
(WBGA) and $798,983 to the 
Western Canadian Wheat 
Growers Association (WCWGA). 


Both of these groups are vehe¬ 
mently anti-CWB. In 1991, the 
Alberta government estab 
lished, wit hout the benefit of a 
producer vote, the Alberta Bar 
ley Commission (ABC) and 
funded it by compelling all AT 
berta barley producers to pay 
a checkoff barley sales. The 
cheek oft is refundable but the 
process is inconvenient and 
most do not claim refunds. Of 
the $1,425,716 in 1995 net 
income of the ABC, $742,273 
is used for research and the 
balance is available to do its 
anti-CWB lobbying. 

Under the Canadian Wheat 
Board Act, elections for an 
Advisory Committee to the 
CWB are held every four years. 
The last election was held in 
November of 1994. In the four 
CWB Alberta districts, the 
choice was bet ween a pro-C WB 
candidate and an open mar¬ 
ket candidate. Pro-board can 
didates took 55 percent of the 
vote and won three of the 4 
positions. The Alberta govern¬ 
ment made numerous excuses 
as to why it would not respect 
this democratic decision by 
Alberta fanners and proceeded 
to plan for another plebiscite. 

On April 6, 1995, the Minis¬ 
ter of Agriculture, Food and 
Rural Development, Walter 
Paszkowski, appointed a 10- 
person Steering Committee on 


Dual Marketing "to develop 
information on how a dual 
market would work” and "de¬ 
velop the criteria to facilitate a 
plebiscite ". Four of the com 
mittee members were on the 
government's payroll, four 
were from anti-CWB organi¬ 
zations and two were from 
neutral organizations. 

The committee developed 
two questions and then, I was 
told, market tested and ad 
justed the questions until they 
achieved a 75 percent Yes vote. 

On September 20, 1995, 
Mr. Paszkowski announced 
the liming of the plebiscite 
and on September 26 he re¬ 
vealed the questions which, in 
my view, are biased, inaccu¬ 
rate and misleading. The ques¬ 
tions are biased in that they 
use the word "freedom''; inac¬ 
curate because they suggest 
the CWB is a buyer when in 
fact it is our monopoly seller; 
and misleading by inferring 
the CWB can still be effective 
without its monopoly. 

September28,1 phoned Mr. 
Paszkowski's office and re¬ 
quested that Alberta Agricul 
ture sponsor public forums at 
which knowledgeable speak¬ 
ers would present the case for 
both sides. His office refused. 
The ABC, WCWGA. WBCAand 
other pro-open market groups

Stop picking on the Italians

Those poor Italians. It seems every time someone 
advocates that Canada switches to a proportional 
representation system of elections, opponents point 
to Italy which, under its system has had several 
hundred governments since World War Two. What 
P.R. opponents, in their dire warnings about “spa¬ 
ghetti parliaments” fail to point out, is that many 
other parliamentary systems use proportional rep¬ 
resentation as well. 

What is P.R.? It is a system of electing members 
of Parliament by the proportion of the popular vote 
their party receives in elections. In a hypothetical 
100 seat parliament, if Party X received 43 percent 
of the vote, 43 Party X members would sit as 
Members of Parliament. This system is superior to 
our present “first past the post” method for many 
reasons. First, under P.R., socialists could elect 
socialists and conservatives could elect conserva¬ 
tives, regardless of where they lived. There would 
be no wasted votes, from, for instance, Liberals 
living in ridings that always vote Tory. Second, the 
process would be more democratic. 

In contrast to our current system, no one party 
could take absolute power unless it won more than 
50 per cent of the vote. The Mulroney PCs won the 
1988 “Free Trade Election”, but with less than 45 
pe rcent of the popular vote; the rest went to the anti- 
FTA Liberals and NDP. More people voted for the 
defeated Charlottetown Accord referendum than for 
the FTA. 

Proportional representation opponents argue that 
this system woula make majority governments rare 
and power-sharing necessary. But wouldn’t voters 
cheer this development? Canadians have been go¬ 
ing on for years about policies being “shoved down 
our throats”, like the GST. A P.R. system could 
change this situation. If Canada had used a P.R. 
system in 1993, the Reform Party would have more 
seats than the Bloc Quebecois. In fact, as author 
Mel Hurtig points out, many conservatives called for 
P.R. after the Bob Rae’s NDP was elected in Ontario 
with less than 40 percentof the vote. This victory 
was perhaps poetic justice for the NDP, who have 
been continual losers under P.R. 

A case in point is the Alberta wing of the party, 
whose members voted on P.R. during their conven¬ 
tion last week. The Alberta New Democrats won 11 
percent of the vote in the last provincial election. In 
a group of 10 Alberta voters, one would be New 
Democrat. Under P.R., the NDs would have won nine 
of the legislature’s 83 seats. Yet the party failed to 
win one seat. Is this fair? A P.R. system can also be 
mixed with our current system. Germany, for in¬ 
stance, has a mixed voting system, complete with a 
Triple-E Senate. New Zealanders recently voted to 
change their system to proportional representation. 
Canada should be next. Politicians should take a 
serious look at proportional representation as a way 
of fighting the disenchantment many Canadians feel 
with the political process. A new round of constitu¬ 
tional talks may provide this very opportunity. And 
P.R. opponents snould stop picking on the Italians.

Putting our values first

The time has come for the 
people of Canada to cease be¬ 
ing complacent and assert 
themselves. Not only with llag 
waving and attending meet¬ 
ings, but by being straightfor¬ 
ward and emphatic while con¬ 
versing with their representa¬ 
tives in regard to their needs 
and wishes, thereby giving our 
reps guidance. 

There is no legitimate rea¬ 
son why such a person as 
Lucien Bouchard should have 
been allowed to behave as he 
has in our Canadian Parlia¬ 
ment. He has conducted him 
self as a traitor to the mainte¬ 
nance of a united Canada and 
should be disciplined in a man 
ner conducive to the crime. He 
is a man who envisions himself 
as a liberator (as Hitler did) 
having no regard for the peo¬ 
ple , or Canada. He is a thorn in 
the side of Quebec and the 


nation and has but one view¬ 
point, his own. If he had the 
wit, he would take heed from 
Bourassa and resign, but the 
man is too arrogant. 

The c ourse we are on has 
brought us all close to a state 
of turmoil and uncertainties. 

Yes, many unknowing indi 
viduals have said "Let Quebec 
secede, who needs them?" It 
should be explained to them 
that this is not a conflict of the 
provinces, for we must stand 
in harmony together. 

The referendum makes 
known to the legislators that 
all Canadians want leaders who 
can govern in a manner that 
will bring equality to every de¬ 
gree of our lives, regardless of 
race, color, creed or provincial 
attachment. It is the basis on 
which our country has prided 
itself and we denounce the leg 
islators who wish to tear it 


asunder. 

'Ihe following is an excerpt 
taken from the Grolier Ency 
elopedia and shows that the 
present situation is not new, it 
has been going on for decades. 

Internally, the driving force 
for change came from Canada 
West (the former Upper 
Canada, Ontario). Inc reasingly 
dissatisfied with the union of 
1840, this section wanted the 
political power its numbers 
warranted. It now had half 
again as large a population as 
Canada East (Lower Canada, 
Quebec), yet by the union of 
1840 it had equal representa¬ 
tion. 'Ihe Conservative party, 
under John A. MacDonald and 
George Etienne- Cartier, re 
sisted these demands as long 
as possihle, but by 1864 it was 
clear that no government could 
long survive unless some 


changes were made. In June 
1864 a strong coalition gov¬ 
ernment was formed by Con 
servatives and the Reform 
party, with the affirmed goal of 
achieving a British North 
American federation. 

It seems that today's lead¬ 
ers have not acquired any vi¬ 
sion or wisdom from events of 
the- past and are intent on in 
stilling their dictates, disre¬ 
garding the mandate entrust ed 
to them by the people.

Allowing users to speak 


Dear Editor: 

For the first time ever, be 
tween November 14 and 24, 
Alberta barley and wheat pro¬ 
ducers will be able to vote on 
the monopoly power of the 
Canadian Wheat Board. We will 
be able to vote at Alberta Agri 
culture offices or by mail-in 
ballot. Information is available 
toll free-by phoning 1 800 232 
7387. Polling stations in this 
area are at Alberta Agricul t u re 
offices at Airdrie, Innisfail and 
Olds. Most farm women and 
men are eligible to vote. 

Supporters of the Canadian 
Wheat Board (the Board) have 
been claiming that it can only 
operate as a monopoly. His¬ 
tory says otherwise. Between 
1935 and 1943, farmers were 
free to choose to sell to the 
Board or to other buyers. Ihe 


dual system worked well. In 
1943, the Government made 
the Board into a monopoly to 
prevent the price from rising 
further; to control possible in 
flation in World War II was the 
justification. The war has been 
over for 50 years but the Board 
monopoly continues. In Au¬ 
gust and September 1993 when 
the Continental Barley Market 
was briefly allowed to operate, 
the Board was gearing up to 
aggressively compete, not only 
to sell into a foreign market 
Which it had always had to do, 
but for the first time to buy 
Canadian barley. As a result of 
there being many buyers of 
export barley, producers ben¬ 
efited. When the Continental 
market was removed because 
of acourt case, prices dropped. 
When single desk marketing is 


discussed by Board support¬ 
ers, itis usually not mentioned 
that the Board is only one 
among many sellers in the 
world market. Ihe only place 
the Board has a monopoly is in 
Canada as the sole buyer of 
Canadian export wheat and 
barley. 

Farmers have been led to 
believe that the Board is re¬ 
sponsible to them. Ihe fact is 
that the courts have clearly 
stated in their decisions that 
the Board is accountable only 
to the Federal Cabinet and not 
to grain producers. Alberta 
farmers were not asked when 
the monopoly was established 
and have never had a chance 
until now.

were approached to co-spon- 
sor forums and they refused. 
Finally, as a last resort, I took 
the initiative and sponsored 
three forums, one in Sexsmith, 
one in Peace River and one in 
Westlock. I invited Mr. 
Paszkowski or someone from 
his dual market committee to 
provide information on dual 
marketing and 1 invited the 
CWB to send a speaker to ex¬ 
plain single-desk selling. 

Not only was I unable to find 
anyone prepared to present 
"how a dual market would 
work", but Mr. Paszkowski took 
the rather extraordinary ac 
tion of sending out an October 
25 news release in which he 
issued a warning to "the CWB, 
the federal government, rail¬ 
ways, grain companies and 
other businesses with a com¬ 
mercial interest in barley and 
wheat marketing” to "stay away 
from the Alberta plebiscite". 
Here we have an example of a 
Minister who claims to be a 
champion of freedom attempt¬ 
ing to deny farmers the right to 
information and free speech. If 
the CWB didn’t stay away, he 
threatened to involve his de¬ 
partment in the debate. I sent 
him a letter and told him that 
would be wonderful and there 
would be a place for him on the 
agenda. I le didn’t come to any 
of the meetings. 

The dual-market concept is 
a rather undefined idea, sort of 
like sovereignty association. 
Dual marketers promise vot 


ers all the benefits of a strong 
CWB while at the same time 
destroying its monopoly power. 

Our farmer sales agency, 
the CWB, is respected by both 
customers and competitors 
around the world. Its monopoly 
position enables the CWB to 
do long range market devel¬ 
opment, maintain the price 
and market share in premium 
markets during a trade war, 
sign long term deals to supply 
valued customers, operate a 
fair and effective pooling sys¬ 
tem, do world-class market 
research and much more. Ihe 
dual marketers are unwilling 
and unable to clarify how they 
would accomplish any of these 
functions. 

Instead of placing the dual 
market concept on the table 
and exposing it to open and 
free debate, Alberta Agricul 
ture hides behind a phoney 
neutrality while its anti-board 
puppet organizations spread 
inaccurate and incomplete 
information. 

Every business would like 
to achieve a monopoly and 
farmers have a selling mo¬ 
nopoly in the CWB. If we de¬ 
stroy it, then the Americans, 
under Article 1502 of NAFI’A, 
will make sure that we don’t 
get it back. 

1 would urge Alberta farm 
ers to think very carefully 
about how they vote because 
we are making a decision that 
we may have to live with.

The Way of Life

St. Cyprian's Anglican Church 


Unemployment and under¬ 
employment , late starts in life 
after sehool or college and early 
retirements appear to have 
bec ome a feature of the nine 
ties. While official unemploy¬ 
ment figures indicate 7-9 per 
cent of Albertans are suffering 
due to lack of work, figures in 
many parts of Canada and in 
particular age groups indicate 
that in some groups well over 
20 percent unemployment is 
being experienced. Our na 
tional system of using statis¬ 
tics to give a numeric picture of 
some part of society is in my 
view inaccurate as welfare re 
cipients who may wish to work 
and many of the groups men¬ 
tioned at the beginning of this 
article really show a very sig¬ 
nificant percentage of Canadi 
ans are not reaching their true 
potential as human beings 
through meaningful work and 
through making the contribu 
turns to society that they would 
like to. 

I Jnfortunately we sometimes 
hear comments that peoplecan 
find work if they look and for 
some people that generaliza¬ 
tion is true, but the number of 
jobs advertised rarely matches 
the numbers of those that need 
work. 


Well why would this article 
be on the religion page? I sug 
gest that the religious commu¬ 
nity in this area and in every 
other for that matter, is well 
placed togive support to those 
having difficult times. Certainly 
there are the friendly phone 
calls and other help, but the 
religious community is also in 
a good position to network and 
to consciously seek informa 
tion on what employment op¬ 
portunities exist and to make 
specific efforts to pass that in 
formation on to those needing 
employment. 

In addition, since charity or 
love for neighbors is important 
not just in Christianity but in 
other religions, there may be a 
responsibility tocontaet politi¬ 
cians who should have the 
welfare of their electoral area 
as a prime concern and to keep 
this issue in front of them, 
preferably with many commu¬ 
nity ideas for solutions. 

Employers, at every level 
should be encouraged to ere 
ate, rather than to diminish 
jobs and to seek to amend liir 
ing practices so that they arc 
flexible and can accommodate 
flexible hours and flexible work 
ing practices like job sharing, 
if that is appropriate. 

The Bible contains many 
references to the word "Work". 
In some cases the word refers 


to the work and activity of God. 
Sometimes to the negative work 
or negative or evil things that 
people do. However there are 
also references to work in a 
positive sense and also to the 
work of ministry which is a 
responsibility of every Chris 
tian person. 

At one time people were re¬ 
sponsible for their own work 
and well being, but this often 
depended on the particular 
area of the world they were in 
and what state the economy 
was in for the group in society 


that provided employment. In 
more recent times the actions 
of governments and big multi 
national companies have been 
critical in creating employment 
or, more recently, unemploy¬ 
ment. That has left the small 
business sector as the main 
creator ofjobs in recent times. 

When Jesus was on Earth, 
he did not concentrate his min¬ 
istry on temple or synagogue, 
but rather he walked and min¬ 
istered to the people where they 
were in their everyday life. In 
the present economic times, 


which also have some positive 
and optimistic aspects, it might 
be reasoned that as individu 
als and as communities that 
we are called on to walk more 
closely with those having diffi¬ 
culties. 

Lack of employment often 
leads to economic difficulties 
and those then lead to other 
family or relationship difficul 
ties. Lots of people need lots of 
support!
